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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The amendment to the claims filed on January 1 1 th , 2007 is acknowledged and 
accepted by the examiner. The previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph of claims 10, 12 and 13 is hereby withdrawn. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 9, 10, 12-14 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 1 and 24 
recite the new limitation of "substantially rigid." Such language is not previously 
supported by the specification or claims as originally filed. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because applicant has submitted drawings without 
any reference characters. It is important that applicant clearly labels what is discussed 
in the specification in regard to the drawings. If applicant does not have reference 
characters already, applicant should amend the specification to include new reference 
characters in order to fully describe his invention. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
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abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 5 recites that the 
external layer is metal, however, in claim 1, the limitation is already found. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6, 9, 10, 12-14 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Martin (US Patent 5,672,175). 

Martin discloses at least two bone anchors (screws 61 and hooks 71 are used); 
hooks are rigidly attached to an outer sleeve layer (10) made of polyethylene (Column 
10, Lines 1-8); an inner bearing layer (8) made of metal is found within the outer sleeve 
(10); a rod (4a) slides within the two layered sleeve; a bumper (springs 23) are found 
between adjacent sleeves (8 and 10); the bumper is adjacent a sleeve during extension 
and spaced from another during flexion (all the "bumpers" are spaced from at least one 
sleeve due to intermediate components); means for rigid fixation (20) fix the rod in one 
location; and a transverse connector (65 connecting plates 55 together). 

Martin fails to disclose the internal sleeve layer being made of UHMWPE and the 
external sleeve layer being made of one of the group consisting of stainless steel, 
stainless steel alloys, cobalt chrome, cobalt chrome alloys, titanium and titanium alloys. 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make the inner bearing layer UHMWPE and the outer layer a 
metal from the group claimed since it has been held to be within the general skill of a 
worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended 
use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. In the instant 
case, Martin already disclosed the importance of having appropriate materials to bear 
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against one another, merely swapping which is plastic and which is metal and choosing 
an appropriate biomaterial is not inventive. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology such as "said" in line 4. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The specification is also objected to for failing to fully describe the drawings with 
the lack of reference character. See the previous objection of the drawings for guidance 
in correcting this deficiency. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
